Williams and ex-jockey Heinrichs. Both are 
seeking reinstatement. 

THE INDIANA RACING BILL. 

Indianapolis, Ind., February 28.— The full 
text of the Willoughby racing bill, which was 
passed hy the House of Representatives last 
Friday, is as follows : 

House bill No. 602. A bill for an act concern- 
ing bookmaking and pool selling and providing 
penalties: 

Section No 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Indiana that any person 
who keeps any room, shed, tenement, tent, 
booth or building, or any part thereof, within 
this state, and who occupies the same with any 
book, instrument or device for the purpose of 
recording or registering bets or wagers, or sell- 
ing pools upon the result of any trial or contest 
of skill, speed or power of endurance of man or 
beast, which is to be made or to take place 
within or without this state, or any person who 
records or registers bats or wagers, or sells 
pools upon the result of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed or power of endurance of man or 
beast, which is to be made or take place within 
or without this state; or, being the owner, les- 
see or occupant of any room, tenement, shed, 
booth or building or any part thereof, knowing- 
ly permits the same to be used or occupied for 
any of the purposes herein above set forth, or 
therein keens exhibits or employs any device or 
apparatus for the purpose of recording or reg- 
istering such bets or wagers, or selling of pools 
as are herein above set forth, or becomes 
the custodian or depository for hire or 
privilege of any money, property or thing 
of value which is staked.^ wagered or pledged 
contrary to the provisions of this act, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than five hundred dollars, or hy imprisonment 
in the county jail for a term of not more than 
six months, or by boih such fine and imprison- 
ment: Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be so constrned as to prohibit or make it un- 
lawful for any person, firm, company, corpora- 
tion, society or association within the inclosure 
of fair grounds or race courses at and 
prior to time of contests of speed of horses 
thereon, to register bets and wagers, make books, 
sell pools or wager upon any trial or contest of 
speed: Provided, That it shall l>e unlawful to 
make and sell said pools or book bets to minors, 
and any person selling said pools and book bets 
to any minor shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the county jail for a term 
of not less than three months or more than one 
year, and by a fine of nut less than five hundred 
dollars. 

Section 2. All acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent or in conflict with the foregoing section 
are hereby repealed. 

The motion for reconsideration of the vote by 
which the Willoughby bill passed the House 
was overruled by the speaker on the gronud 
that it was not voted on within twenty-four 
hours after it was made. 

As the session expires next Friday active work 
will be required to secure the bill’s passage 
through the Senate, where it first appeared to- 
day, and if it does pass that body the Governor 
will, it is thought, veto it. He has been active 
in opposing the bill, bnt is far from being in 
touch with the legislative bodies of the state. 



THORNTON STAKE HISTORY. 

The day after The Bachelor landed the Thorn- 
ton Stake for Ed Corrigan, the San Francisco 
Chronicle gave the following interesting his- 
tory of the stake that has done so much to pre* 
lerve interest in long distance racing; 

“The Thornton Stake, won yesterday by The 
Bachelor, is the fifth renewal. The first two 
were decided over tbs old Bay District track 
and the last three over the Oakland track. 
Here is the record : 

“1895— Gilead first, Hawthorne second. First 
mile, 1 :544; second mile, 1 :i2; third mile, 1 ;55i; 
fourth mile, 1 :51. Time, 7 :32. 

“1896— Star Ruby first, Gilead second. First 
mile, 1:56; second mile, 1:31; third mile, 1:464; 
fourth mile, 1 :301. Time, 7 :23l. 

“1897 — Schiller first, Lobangula second. Muddy 
track. Time, 8:044. 

“1898 — Judge Denny first. Marplot second. 
First mile, 1:434; second mile, 1:53; third mile, 

1 :534 ; foarth mile, 1 :48i. Time, 7 :20L 
“1899— The Bachelor first, David Tenny sec- 
ond. First mile, 1:51; second mile; 1:474; third 
mile, 1 :504 ; fourth mile, 1 :47i. Time. 7 :164. 

“A study of the time of the various miles 
should prove interesting. It will be noticed 
that in the race last year Judge Denny covered 
the first mile in 1 :434, which was altogether too 
fast, while, if anything. The Bachelor’s first 
mile was a second or two too slow. His last 
mile was probably the fastest mile ever made 
in a four mile race. Toe weights carried were 
as follows: The Bachelor, 113; Judge Denny, 
115; Schiller, 109, and Star Ruby, 109. There 
have been three four-mile races over the Ingle- 
side track. In 189S Candid beat G. B. Morris, 
in 1897 Little Bob was returned the winner, 
while last year Wheel of Fortune beat Buckwa. 

“For a cup, Lncretia Borgia, paced by stable 
companions, ran four miles against the record 
in 7 :11 on May 20. The time for each mile was : 
First mile, 1:50; second mile, 1:454; third mile, 
1:474; fourth mile, 1:484. These are all the four- 
mile races in the nineties, with the exception 
of Marigold’s essay against time at the Bay 
District track. Her time was 7 :204.” The 
Chronicle is in error about Marigold’s race 
against time being the only other four-mile race 
in the nineties. It was run at the Bay District 
track Jannary 14, 1893, and grew out of a pre- 
vious fonr-miie race decided January 2, 1893, in 
which she beat Centella, Democrat, Elmwood, 
Mero and Cheerful in 7 :284, 

JOHN CONDON’S RETIREMENT. 

On the authority of secretary Nathanson it is 
stated that John Condon has severed all con- 
nection with racing. The lease under which 
the Harlem racetrack was held and operated, 
expired Jannary 1, and has not been renewed 
as yet. Ou account of his almost total blind- 
ness, Condon feels himself incapaeitated from 
further participation in the pursuits with 
which, for a number of years past, he has been 
so actively associated and declares his retire- 
ment is permanent. Within a few days be will 
go to Hot Springs, Ark., and remain there for 
some time for the benefit of his health. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Last Friday’s San Francisco Examiner says: 
“Nick Hail, the well known horse owner and 
trainer, is very sick and fears are entertained 
by bis friends for his recovery. He has had 
severe hemorrhages of the lungs,” 

The California Jockey Club has had the 
electric result announcer formerly used at 
Oakley set up at Oakland, and it will be used 
hereafter. It originally cost $1,250, but the C. 
J. C. folks got it for a small fraction of that 
sum.
